Considerable 
trouble was experienced in making their way 
through the city, and rain which soon began 
to fall added greatly to the difficulties of the 
journey, as the mud was deep. In the hut 
where the American workers made their 
headquarters a glass of wine was offered to 
Mr. Roosevelt, who, raising the glass, said: 

“T drink to all the men, of whatever na- 
tionality, who have worked and are working 
to relieve what befell the Sicilian people.”

The ex-president’s departure from the city 
to go aboard his steamer was marked with 
scenes that moved him to emotion.

The women kissed 
their hands to him, the children threw flow- 
ers in his path and the men cheered wildly. 
It was a spontaneous greeting to one who 
had been their friend. Turning to one of the 
members of his party Mr. Roosevelt said: 

„I am glad and proud as an American citi- 
gen that my country could do something to 
help after this immense disaster, for which 
even all the assistance in the world would 
be insufficient.” 


Passes Close to Stromboli. 

About 11 o’clock the Admiral passed close 
to the Lipari islands, the volcano Stromboli, 
which the ancients regarded as the seat of 
Dolus, the god of the winds, standing up 
hugely against the blue of the sky. From the 
cone of the voléano, more than 3,000 feet high, 
a column of smoke rose majestically and was 
swept far away in fiesty clouds. The village 
of Stromboli, all white like a Moorish town, 
lay low down by the sea. 
At luncheon, which was hastily disposed 
of, the ex-president had before him the vase 
of carnations sent by the German emperor.. 
There was little ceremony over this meal 
and soon all rushed on deck again, so that 
they might not lose the view at the entrance 
of Messina harbor. All that was left of the 
population of that once busy city gathered 
early near the landing place, to witness the 
arrival of the distinguished party.

CREDIT GIVEN LORIMER. 


Congressman’s Knife Responsi- 
ple for Marks’ Defeat as Re- 
publican Candidate, 


The battle for the treasurership and the 
elerkship yesterday was the most interesting 
and in many respects the most curious ever 
witnessed in Chicago in an off year. It was 
the first time in more than a generation that a. 
mayor has not been elected at the same time 
as the treasurer and clerk, and for that rea- 
gon the contests received unusual promi- 
nence. At the same time party lines were 
proken down in many conspicuous instances 
and personal considerations held the balance 
of power. 

The victory of Connery stands out as the 
most interesting feature of the fight. He 
not only ran ahead of his ticket, but he pulled 
out the biggest plurelity of any candidate 
ot the day and ran less than 1,000 votes de- 
hind Powell at the head of the Republican 
ticket. 

Credit Given Lorimer. 

To Congressman William Lorimer, Repub-. 
lican, belongs the chief credit for the tri- 
umph of the Democratic candidate for city 
clerk. It was principally the Lorimer knife 
that gave Marks his quietus as a Republican 
candidate. There may have been some other 
eontributing influences, like the refusal of 
large numbers of Republican orthodox Jewa 
to go to the polls at all on account of the 
day being Passover. But the cuts in the Re- 
publican vote for the clerkship were visible 
in all the wards in which the congressman 
wields great influence, and the indications 
are that the Lorimer snickersnee would have 
been sufficient for its purpose without con- 
tributory aids. 

The Lorimer machine started out to land 
Marks in the ditch and it did the job up 
brown. The nomination of Marks by the 
northwest side Republicans, led by John F. 
Devine and other Deneen followers, was con- 
sidered a slap at Lorimer, who wanted City 
Clerk McCabe renominated. Marks beat 
McCabe at the primary by a small margin 
and the Lorimer men swore vengeance on 


‘the opposing faction. This was understood 


so well that for a fortnight the Democratic 
organization was satisfied that Connery 
would be elected and conceded the election 
of Powell. 


Strictly on Party Lines. 

The fight between Powell and Hildreth was 
drawn pretty strictly on party lines. Per- 
sonal considerations cut little figure. Powell 
carried nineteen wards and got 115,240 votes, 
and Hildreth carried sixteen wards with 
110,540 votes. 

But the story told by the figures on the 
clerkship are far different. Here, where 
party lines were swept away, Marks carried 
only thirteen wards and got 107,802 votes, 
while Connery carried twenty-two wards 
with 114,298. Powell got six wards which 
Marks lost, and Connery got six that Hil- 
dreth lost. These were the same six wards— 
the Fifth, Fourteenth. Fifteenth, Twenty- 
seventh, Twenty-eighth. and Thirty-fifth. All 
of these wards were carried by Powell and 
also by Connery. 

Republican votes were thrown to Connery 
pretty well all along the line. In some wards 
he was handed a towering stack of Repub- 
lican. compliments on a platter and in g. 

wards he got only small pickings, but . 
22 the Republican offerings kept him in 
over. a * 
In the First ward, which is normally over- 

whelmingly Democratic, Connery took a 
large bunch of votes away from the little 
colony of Republicans, for he ran 661 votes 
ahead of Hildreth, while Marks ran 879 be- 
hind Powell. In tne Second, Marks fared 
well, for he ran ahead of Powell and Connery 
ran behind Hildreth. In the Third Connery 
picked up a small bunch of Republicans. 


Marks Behind in Sixth. 

In the Sixth, which 1 Hildreth's ward, 
Connery ran nine votes behind his mate, and 
on the Republican side even the organiza- 
tion headed by John R. Thompson was un- 
able to keep Marks in line with Powell. In 
his home ward, the Seventh, Powell got a

CHICAGO FAVORS PROJECT. 


Plurality of 80,000 Ballots Castto Ad- 
mit Neighbors. 


While Chicago, with open arms, welcomed 
the prospect of additional territory, large ma- 
jorities in both Evanston and Cicero 
squelched the petitioners who had raised the 
annexation issue. The north shore suburb 
voted it down, 4 to I, and Cicero was almost 
as strongly against the plan, casting a § to 1 
vote in the negative. 

In each instance, the question of becom- 
ing à part of greater Chicago was regarded 
as fully as important as any part of the local 
election, and there was as much campaign- 
ing against it as there was in favor of any 
candidate. In both the adjoining sections of 
territory the result was forecast early in the 


day, and the exponents of “ municipal in- 


dividuality were celebrating long before the 
polls closed. 

Chicago favored the addition of Evanston 
by a vote of 131,201 to 56,325, but the suburb's 
vote the other way was 3,452 to 857. Almost 
the same number of Chicagoans—181,798—ex- 
pressed approval of extending the city lim- 
its to take in Cicero, and only 50,906 voted 
against the scheme, but Cicero vetoed the 
aim of the petitioners by 1,136 to 415.

The question is how 
to fill the numerous vacancies. 


Literally “Shot to Pieces.” 

The big committees are literally shot to 
pieces, either by the defeat of members at 
the polls or their refusal to run for reélec- 
tion, and to add to the difficulty of the situa- 
tion it will be necessary to reconstruct en- 
tirely the committee on harbors and bridges, 
and this will take at least nine of the highest 
grade men in the council. This committee 
has in the past been of minor importance 
and was a dumping ground for aldermen who 
could not be trusted on the important ones. 

But with the new harbor question looming 
big on the municipal horizon this committee 
must be brought up to the grade of finance 
and local transportation, and how it is to be 
done without robbing the other important 
committees is not an easy matter for the 
nominating committee to decide offhand. 
Subways, of course, will remain in the hands 
of the committee on local transportation, but 
that fact will prevent the weakening of that 
committee, and finance and juciciary must 
always be kept up to a high standard.

Seeking Solution of Puzzle.

President Taft is ad- 
vyising with Secretary of the Interior Bal- 
er and Assistant Secretary of Navy 
Winthrop, who was the predecessor of Post 
b governor, but neither of these officials, 
90 far as can be learned, is willing to recom- 
mend any change in the government of the 
Porto Rican people. 
“Since American occupation following the 
War with Spain, Porto Rico has enjoyed 
"peace and prosperity. The administration 
at Washington always has had Porto Rican 
interests in mind and has sought to secure

More bonds than that were issued duri 
the Cleveland administration to protect th 
credit of the government, and it has ‘ 
as already has been said, vastly more g¢x- 
pensive to keep these notes out than it 
would be to pay interest on a loan of the 
corresponding amount. 


Circulation Loss Is Small. 

As the redemption of the greenbacks would 
put in circulation the reserve of $150,000,000 
now inert in the treasury, and as the rest 
of the greenbacks could be taken up by the 
bond issue of less than $200,000,000, it is evi- 
dent there would be a loss in the circulating 
medium even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances of less than $50,000,000, a sum 
which is smaller than the government de- 
posits now made in the national banks. On 
the other hand, if the new bond issues were 
used as the basis of the national bank cir- 
culation, the chances are that the circulating 
medium would be a great deal larger after 
the disappearance of the greenbacks than 
before. » 

Few persons besides the treasury experts 
realize to how large an extent our money ha 
been put on a coin basis. At the beginning 
of the month the outstanding issue of gold 
certificates was §$844,617,869 and of silver 
certificates $483,365,000, with a small frag- 
ment of $4,398,000 of the treasury notes of 
1890, which also are based on the silver in 
the treasury. The total of this circulation, 
actually secured by hard coin, is $1,332,380,- 
In other words, the coin secured paper, 
which now circulates from hand to hand, is 
in the aggregate four times as much as the 
greenback circulation, which is really the last 
relic of the frenzied financtering of the civil 
war period. 


Problem for Congress Easy. 

It is true that the silver certificates do not 
represent full value, and, of course, the same 
conditions obtain in connection with the 
small remnant of the treasury notes now 
left in circulation. It is a fact, however, even 
cutting down the silver certificates by half, 
that the outstanding paper money actually 
secured by coin, dollar for dollar, in the mar- 
kets of the world, now amounts to over 
a bilMon dollars. This is more than the en- 
tire bonded indebtedness of the . United 
States. If the greenbacks were redeemed, 
as has been indicated, and the reserve fund 
converted into gold certificates, the coin 
secured circulation of the United States gov- 
ernment would be still larger than its out- 
standing interest bearing bonds. \ 

This part of the problem is so simple that 
congress might easily take hold of it in ad- 
vance of the settlement of the great ques- 
tion which still is to be foug&t out as to 
whether there shall be established a central 
bank system, with a multitude of branch 
banks, or whether the ng national bank 
system shall merely expanded and the use 
of notes permitted, based on general assets. 

Meanwhile, however, by the redemption of 
the greenbacks, the actual circulation would 
be largely increased, the danger of a run 
upon the government resources would disap- 
pear entirely, and the only effect would be 
to increase our present national bank circu- 
lation, every dollar of which would be se- 
cured by government bond, backed by the 
credit of the United States, and paying in- 
terest, which every honest obligation ought 
to pay. 


CHICAGOANS IN TARIFF PLEA. 


Representatives of Importing Firms at 
Washington to Urge Modified 
Schedules. 


Washington, D. C., April 6.— [Special. 
Representatives of several of the large im- 
porting firms of the country, including some 
in Chicago, are gathering in Washington to 
impress upon congress some facts about the 
glove and hosiery business, and if possible 
to head off the proposed increase of the 
tariff. Kenneth Barnhart of Marshall Field 
& Co. and Francis T. Simmons of the glove 
importing firm of that name reached Wash- 
ington tonight. 

Representative Foss, who proposes to make 
whatever stir is possible concerning tha con- 
templated increase of the schedules pertain- 
ing to women’s wear, has taken them in tow, 
and will make an effort to get a hearing 
for them before the ways and means com- 
mittee, in which quarter it is still hoped 
something may be done towards securing an 
amendment to the schedules before the vote 
on the tariff bill is taken. 

Importers from Boston, New York, and 
Philadelphia are also in Washington. A vig- 
orous effort will be made before the com- 
mittee on finance of the senate to have the 
glove and stocking schedules changed. The 
importers realize that they have waited. per- 
haps too long in trying to impress congress 
with their needs and the serious harm which 
they hold will be inflicted upon consumers 
if the proposed duties are enforced, but pro- 
pose now to work with vigor to make up for 
lost time. They will endeavor to see Presi- 
dent Taft tomorrow, and are hopeful that 
their meeting with the ways and means com- 
mittee also may be arranged.

Day's Wrangling on Tariff 
Leaves Payne Bill Sched- 
ules Without a Change. 


{PARTY ‘LINES SPLIT UP. 


Democrats and Republicans Shift 
Sides When the Vote Is 
Called. 


Washington, D. C., April 6.—[{Special.}— 
The house of representatives took up the 
Payne tariff bill today, discussing it for 
amendment. The day was spent in wrangles 
and a good many impolite personalities were 
exchanged. , 

Nearly all the members were present and 
exhibited a degree of earnestness that in- 
dicated they had heard and might heed the 
tariff demands of their constituents. 

At adjournment the Payne bill remained 
unscathed. 

The day was consumed in discussing the 
lumber and hides schedules. Led by Mr. 
Tawney of Minnesota the advocates of free 
lumber in the house went down to defeat 
by the narrow margin bf six votes, following 
the striking out of the countervailing duty 
on lumber. 

An overwhelming majority was mustered 
against an amendment by Mr. Scott of Kan- 
sas taking hides from the free list and fixing 
a duty upon them of 10 per cent ad valorem. 

The barley schedule came in for a lively 
discussion, and when the bill was laid aside 
for the day there were pending two amend- | 
ments, one raising the rate in e Payne 
bill from 15 cents to 25 gents a bushel, and’ 
the other fixing the rate at 10 per cent ad 
valorem. 

The sum total of the day’s work, with the 
exception of the elimination of the counter- 
vailing duty on lumber, which was a com- 
mittee amendment, was to leave the bill in 
identically the condition in which the com- 
mittee reported it. This grants free raw 
hides and a duty of $1 per thousand on sawed 
lumber. 


How Illinois Men Voted. 

The Illinois members of the house as a rule 
voted to uphold the committee on ways and 
means in today’s work on the tariff bill. 
Messrs. Graff, McKinney, and Mann, how- 
ever, saw fit to favor the Tawney amend- 
ment calling for free lumber and vrere among 
the 170 who were counted in its favor. Rep- 
resentatives Chapman, Graff, and McKinney 
voted for the Scott amendment for a duty on 
hides which met defeat. 

The closeness of the vote in committee of 
the whole on the lumber schedule, whereby 
only. six votes were needed to carry the plan 
for free lumber, has caused renewed hope in 
the breasts of those congressmen who are 
fighting to put rough lumber on the free list. 
There will be another vote on the lumber 
paragraph next Friday, at which time the 
ayes and noes undoubtedly will be demanded 
and each member of the house who is pres- 
ent will be campelled to go on record. This 
was not the case today, when the vote was 
taken only by the rising method and by tel- 
lers. The confusion surrounding the lumber 
vote was so great that it was impossible to 
obtain more than a fleeting glimpse of those 
members, who passed down the aisle to be 
counted. 

Seldom in the history of the house have 
party lines been so badly broken up. On the 
call of the chairman for a rising vote of those 
who were in favor of Representative Taw- 
ney’s amendment putting lumber on the free 
list, large numbers ef Republicans joined 
the majority of the Democrats. On the other 
hand, there were so many Democrats who 
supported the position taken by the com- 
mittee on ways and means in placing the duty 
on rough lumber at $1 per 1,000 feet, that it 
was impossible to recognize the complete 
list during the short time when they stood up 
to be counted or passed the tellers. 


Snarl Begins at Opening. 

When adjournment was taken last evening 
there was pending the Fordney amendment 
from the committee on ways and means 
striking out the provision for the counter- 
vailing duty on lumber. A parliamentary 
snarl at once was, encountered today as to 
whether or not other amendments would be 
permitted under the rule adopted yesterday. 
The point was raised by Mr. Clark of Mis- 
souri. the minority leader. 

The chair ruled Mat other amendments 
could be offered, but that the committee 
amendment offered by Mr. Fordney had 
precedence. The situation again became 
clouded by the offering of a substitute 
amendmem by Mr. Clark, providing for 
amending several sections by placing lumber 
on the free list. 

Against the protests of Mr. Tawney the 
chair recognized Mr. De Armond of Missouri 
for an amendment as a substitute to the 
countervailing proviso, providing for the free 
admission from all parts of the western hem- 
isphere. 


Mann Joins Treaty Fight. 


Mr. Mann of Illinois denounced the De 
Armond amendment as violative of the gov- 
ernment’s treaties and of all the rules of 
decency in legislation.“

Among those supporting the Scott amend- 
ment was Mr. Burleson [Dem., of Texas], 
who said that evidently the amendment sug- 
gested the only way to get cheaper boots and 
shoes. Referring to Mr. Clark of Florida, but 
without mentioning his name, he declared 
that the position such as he had taken meant 
that if you take care of my district you may 
pilfer, you may rob, you may plunder the 
American people and I will stand by and not 
raise my voice against it.” 


Amendment Is Defeated. 


An amendment to the Scott amendment by 
Mr. Underwood IAla. ], including skins 
weighing more than one pound on the duti- 
able list, was defeated, 65 to 133. N 

Discussing the Scott amendment, Mr. Hill 
of Conneticut, declared that the proposed 
duty on hides was simply “a render to a 
Chicago monopoly.“ \ 

Rank nonsense,’ shouted Mr. Mann of 
Chicago all the way across the chamber. “I 
am for free hides myself, he said, ** but that 
is rank nonsense.” 

After the Scott amendment was lost an un- 
successful attempt was made by Mr. Clark of 
Missouri to put leather and all products of 
leather on the free list, the chair deciding 
that the special rule did not apply to that sec- 
tion. Through proposed amendments, Mr. 
Miller of Kansas sought to have the barley 
schedule changed from 15 cents to 25 cents 
per bushel, and Mr. Alexander of New York 
offered a substitute fixing that duty at 10 per 
cent ad valorem. 

These amendments, relating to the barley 
schedule, were still under discussion when 
the bill was laid aside and the house ad- 
journed. 


Proviso Against Canada Killed. 


The amendment to the lumber schedule of 
the Payne tariff bill which was offered by 
Mr. Fordney and adopted today by the house 
strikes out the proviso in paragraph 197 of 
the Payne bill. The paragraph fixed the 
duty on sawed lumber at $1 per thousand feet 
and also fixed the duty on other classes of 
lumber. The proviso required that the max- 
imum rates provided for in sections 8 and 4 
of the bill should be imposed upon lumber 
coming from any country which fixes an ex- 
port duty on lumber shipped to the United 
States or which in any other way discrim- 
inates against or restricts the exportation of 
lumber or other forest products to this 
country. 

The paragraph was directed | especially 
against Canada, and in case of discrimina- 
tion would have had the effect of increasing 
the rates provided for in the main portion of 
the paragraph. . 
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Protest Against Tariff » 
on Gloves. 


Merchants Are Alleged to Be 
Fighting for Greater Profits 
on Trade. 


* 


Washington, D. C., April 6—Accusing the 
large department stores of having instigat- 
ed the opposition of many women and 
‘hysterical men against increased tariff 
duties on women’s gloves and hosiery. Rep- 
resentative Sereno E. Payne today asserted 
that the importers who oppose the duties were 
interested in firms abroad which make gloves 
and hosiery. He presented various argu- 
ments in an effort to justify the increased 
rates from the Republican standpoint of pro- 
tection, contending the difference in cost of 
labor in the United States and abroad was 
not covered by the duties levied by the Ding- 
ley law. 

Claiming that the new tariff Increases the 
duty from 12-8 cents per pair to 2% cents 
per pair, Mr. Payne declared there was no 
truth in the assertion that the price of 
hosiery to the consumer would be Increased 
25 cents per pair to the consumer. He 
ridiculed the suggestion that the increased 
duties will result in the formation of a 
“ hosiery trust,” &claim which he said had 
been advanced by the importers. 


Says Stores Buy Abroad. 

Mr. Payne quoted from a statement, the 
name of the author of which he did not give, 
in which, it was asserted that Marshall 
Field and company, Chicago; Brown, Durnell 
and company, Boston; Lord & Taylor, New 
York; Henry Schiff and company, New York; 


York; Arnold, Constable and company, New 
York; Rubens & Meyer, New York; Carson, 
Pirie, Scott and company, Chicago; F. Victor 
Achelis, New York, and other American con- 
cefns maintain large establishments in 
Chemnits, Germany. with a full force of help 
organized to buy and obtain foreign hosiery 
at the least possible cost. N 
By the employment of a larger organiza- 
tion and maintaining much capital and credit 
in Germany they are thus able to obtain for- 
eign hosiery at prices considerably lower 
than it is possible for a concern of less 
magnitude and capital to obtain them.“ con- 
tinues this statement. The possibility of 
borrowing money more cheaply abroad, and 
the encouragement given by the German gov- 
ernment to exportation also are cited. 


Claims Many Wanted Increase. 

Mr. Payne asserted that scores of petitions 
have been received by the committee asking 
that the increased duties might be retained 
in order that the working people of the 
country may make the @fockings used in the 
United States. Mr. Payne argued that the 
increased duties on women’s gloves were 
made justifiable for the purposes of protec- 
tion and revenue. He cited the conditions 
resylting from the protection afforded the 
manufacturers of men's gloves by the Ding- 
ley bill. 

Prior to 1894 they were making 5 or 10 
per cent of the men’s gloves,“ he said, but 
they said that the duty was so low that they 
were being driven out of business, and sta- 
tistics seemed to back up the assertions. 
Today they demonstrate to us that they 
are making over 90 per cent of the men’s 
gloves. worn in this country, having amply 
redeemed their promise, and the cost to 
the consumer is much less than it was prior 
to 1897. They came before the committee 
early in the hearing and proved to us that 
it cost no more and required no more skill 
to make a woman's glove than a man’s, 
and claimed that if the same rate of duty 
was given them, in time, they would make 


the same percentage of women’s gloves.’

NIPPED BY BANKER 


Atlanta Boy Confesses At- 
tempt to Extort $35,000 
from Rich Man. 


DECOY PACKAGE®IS SENT. 


Youth Claims Three Strangers 
Forced Him to Write Threat- 
ening Notes. 


Atlanta, Ga., April 6—Charged with at- 
tempting to blackmail Asa G. Candler, presi- 
dent of the Atlanta chamber of commerce, 


and Atlanta’s wealthiest citizen, out of $55,- 


000 by Black Hand methods, Daniel W. John- 
son Jr., 18 years of age, and a member of Mr. 
Candler’s Sunday school:class, was arrested 
tonight at the |ingtanee of postoffice in- 
spectors. 

Johnson admits. writing the letters and 
takes his arrest coolly. He, however, de- 
clares that he was the catspaw of three 
strangers, who dictated his action in con- 
nection with the case, and forced him to 
write the demands for money under penalty 
of death. He furnished the officers with 
descriptions of the three men. 


Threatened with “‘Horrible Death.” ‘ 

On Friday of last week Mr. Candler re- 
ceived the first of the two letters written by 
the Black Hand” plotters, in which he 
was asked to place $35,000 under the steps 
of a pastor’s study of the Inman Park 
Methodist church on Monday night, April 5, 
“or you and your family will meet a horrible 
death at our hands.” 

Sunday he received a second letter warn- 
ing him to comply with the demands, and 
further threatening him and his family if 
he failed to comply or.if he made mention 
of the matter. 

Mr. Candler called George M. Sutton, 
chief postoffice inspector of the Atlanta dis- 
trict, in consultation, and it was decided to 
trap the blackmailer. Mr. Candler drew 
$35,000 in cash from the bank, of which he 
is president, so as to guard against any 
possible betrayal of his plans. Monday 
night he made up a package and placed it at 
the point designated, the real money in the 
meantime remaining at his residence, 
guarded by detectives. Two detectives kept

The former president was strangely moved 
by the pitiful spectacle of a city destroyed 
and on the way back to the sea front he spoke 
most sympathetically of the sufferings of the 
Sicilians and of the mysterious influence that 
held them to their devastated country. 


Prefers to Fight in Open. 

During the course of a conversation today, 
Mr. Roosevelt made some references to a 
jetter which he had written to Sir Harry H. 
Johnston, the British traveler and scientist, 
who has made a.study of the negro and the 
problems of that race. In the letter Mr. 
Roosevelt had invited Sir Harry to go to 
Hayti so that he might see the differences be- 
tween the negro in America and the negroin 
Africa. The United States at that time had a 
hegro as its representative at Hayti. The 
letter, he said, was intended to be private, 
but, instead, it was published. Mr, Roose- 
velt observed that this had created some em- 
barrassment for him, but he added that he 
preferred to fight in the open, instead of try- 
ing to avoid tackling a vital question, 

For example,” he said, it is well known 
that I have often risked being assassinated, 
but not even to escape this would 1 resign 
myself to being shut up in an iron cage, be- 
cause if I were so confined I would not be 
able to take any action.“ 


Comment of French Press. 


PARIS, April 6.—The French press is dis- 
playing great interest and curiosity in Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. When the Cesar of mod- 
ern democracy goes hunting, Europe, Asia, 
Africa, and America climb to their windows 
and watch the caravan of publicity pass, is 
the way one of the papers describes Mr. 
Roosevelt's journey to East Africa. 

A majority of the French correspondents 
sent to Naples to chronicle their impressions 
of Mr. Roosevelt say that the former presi- 
dent of the United States is absorbed in 
himself. His cabin is filled with his books 
and littered with photographs of himself 
and the members of his family. They say 
that the only object not relating to Mr. 
Roosevelt himself in his cabin was a photo- 
graph of Emperor William, bearing the im- 
perial signature in green ink. 

According to the French correspondents 
Mr. Roosevelt paid a high tribute to journal- 
ism. He said he would have accomplished 
nothing when he entered politics without the 
press. As a journalist himself he had 
fought the Utopias of Tolstoi and the ex- 
cesses of the revolutionary propaganda. 
Newspapers and books are instruments of 
action for me,” Mr. Roosevelt declared. 
Journalism should not be content to sell 
what the public wants to huy; it should raise 
and not lower the public taste. 

One of the @rench correspondents con- 
cludes his story of Mr. Roosevelt's visit to 
Naples with-these words: 

„Mr. Roosevelt is impatient to reach the 
hunting grounds. He says no words of 
Naples, or ‘the art treasures to be seen 
there.

The idea of an exhibition in America which 
mould be representative of the best expres- 
gion of the contemporaneous art movement 


in Germany has long been cherished by the

‘america the privilege to see, study, and 
compare the products of art of other coun- 
tries has been desired. 

Added to this, there has been a realization 
in the minds of Americans of German birth 
or descent that the best of the art of the fath- 
erland was ignored on this side of the At- 
lantic, and a sense of chagrin that a wrong 


ympression of German art exists for the rea- 


gon that only the commonplace, the commer- 
and cheaply sentimental art that is 
furnished most of 
the data upon which our conceptions of con- 
temporary German art have been built. 

To many Americans the first evidence that 
a real and virile art movement is in progress 
in Germany was furnished by the exposi- 


tions of Chicago and St. Louis. But even 


in these a mass of “official "’ art made the 
direction of the movement somewhat ob- 


cure. 


One Man Undertakes It. 
It has not been possible and it never could 


de possible for either commercial or official’ 
interests to bring about such revelation of 


best art of a nation as has been brought to us 
by an individual. - 

Too great commendation scarcely can be 
bestowed upon the unselfish and enthusiastic 
lover of art who at his own expense has 
taken it upon himself to show one nation the 


‘art of another and who proposes to give fur- 


ther evidence of his great love of art by con- 
tinuing the plan conversely, for it is the in- 
tention of Mr. Hugo Reisinger to take a col- 
jection of the best Amefican art which he can 
‘bring together to Germany. 


Ho is the personal friend of many of the 


foremost artists of both countries, and it was 
primarily his intimate acquaintance with the 
jeaders of the modern art movement in Ger- 


‘many which made it possible to carry out his 
‘generous enterprise. 


He was able also to enlist the sympathies 
of Dr. Wilhelm Bode, director general of the 
Royal museums in Berlin, and through the 


powerful influence of this official he obtained 
‘the support and sanc 


of the art loving 


kaiser. His majesty elm II. graciously 


allowed some of the paintings in the royal 


gallery of Berlin to be taken from its walls in 
order that the collection might be as com- 
pletely representative as Mr. Reisinger de- 
sired

Five out of eleven questions—touching on 
his veracity as a platform speaker and sub- 
mitted to him by a committee from the 
Haeckel Fellowship club—were answered by 
Municipal Judge McKenzie Cleland yester- 
Gay. The six he failed to answer were re- 
garded as the most important. 

The replies he did make were pronounted 
evasive, his failure to answer the remainder 
was called sidestepping.“ and an effort he 
made to broaden the inquiry was declared te 
be an attempt to cloud the issue by dis- 

tracting attention from himself. 

His letter containing his answers to the 
five questions was read to a meeting of the 
club at the Palmer house. His excuse that 
he could not examine the cdurt records on 

‘election day was accepted temporarily and 
no formal action wae taken. It was deter- 
mined to give him an opportunity to reach 
the records and then to force him either to 
answer or to refuse to explain the variance 
between the records and his statements.

The questions that the committee tried to

U ESTION—Did you require such 

| „. to appear, frequently, at public 

Sessions of your court, and did you con- 


posed and collected an average of $2,500 
a moni in fines while operating your sys- 
tem at the Maxwell street court while the 
other judges sitting in that court have fined 
less than that you have and that the fines 
imposed and collected by one of your suc- 
cessors average only $1,400 a month? 

ANSWER—I think tbis altogether proba- 
ble, and it results from two reasons. First: 
In my systenr the incorrigible criminal was 
heavily fined, while the accidental offender 
was dealt with kindly, and helped to re- 
form instead of all being treated\alike, as is 
the usual practice. In this way larger fines 
were imposed and paid. The other reason is 
that the operation of my system in the dis- 
trict greatly reduced crime, and as a result 
the business of the court fell off. 

Judge Cleland's effort to broaden the in- 
vestigation was a request that a list of ques- 
tions concerning the disposition of cases in 
the Municipal courts be submitted to Chief 
Justice Olson. These referred to the com- 
mitment of drunkards to the bridewell, the 
accidental sending there of persons insane 
or suffering from injuries which gave them 
the appearance of drunkenness, and refiec- 
tions on the personal conduct of individual 
judges—unnamed. 

The club declared the questions an effort 
to cloud the issue of Judge Cleland’s veracity 
and conduct, and refused to consider his sug-, 
gestion. By vote the members agreed that 
the questions would not be made public.

Isadore Carlino’ Suspected by; 


the Police asa “Go- 
Between.“ 


CAUGHT ACCEPTING CASH. 


Life of n Macaluso Threat- 
~ ened Unless He Meets De- 
mand for $6,000. 


Isadore Carlino, a Sicilian, 30 years old, 
was arrested yesterday m connection with a 
supposed blackhand plot to extort $6,000 
from Joseph Macaluso, a steamship and labor 
agent at 382 Clark street. 

About the only evidence the police have 
against the prisoner is that he accepted a 
sum of money when Macaluso voluntarily 
tendered it. However, they believe he was 
the go between, and thhy expect him to 
name the real conspirators after he is put 
through a course of questioning. So far the 
prisoner, who lives at Gary, Ind., has refused 
to make any explanation. 

Macaluso has been receiving blackhand 
letters for several months, advising him to 
pay different sums to different strangers, 
vaguely described in the writings, but he re- 
fused to become frightened, and informed the 
police. The letters threatened death and the 
destruction of his property unless the money 
was forthcoming. 


Named as “Mutual Friend.” 


Eventually the writer or writers became: 
bolder and named Carlino as a mutual 
friend’”’ who would accept the money and 
pay it over to the Black Hand““ Carlino 
and Macaluso had been friends for years 
and the former's name in the letters occa- 
sioned surprise. Carlino was sent for and 
after consultation agreed to accept the 
money. It also is charged that he advised 
Macaluso to pay. 

Macaluso couldn’t see the thing in that 
light and on March 24 a dynamite bomb was 
exploded in the hallway of his residenve. 
From then on Sergt. Duffy of the Harrison 
street police station got busy and worked in 
conjunction with Detectives Longobardi and 
Bernacchi of Assistant Chief Schuettler’s 
office. 

On the advice of the police Macaluso wrote 
Carlino to come to Chicago and he arrived 
here Monday. That night, while Carlino | 
was absent from Macaluso’s house, the lat- 
ter received a telephone message from an 
unknown source instructing Macaluso to go 
to the Inos Trust and Savings dank. 
where he keeps his account, draw the $6,000. 
and stand in front of the door until a 
stranger approached and demanded it. 


Police Wait for Visitor. 


Longobardi and Bernacchi went to the 
Macaluso house at 1.0’clock yesterday morn- 
ing and watched for the visitor. They 
kept within hailing distance when Macaluso 
went to the bank at 11 a. m. and withdrew 
$860 in small denominations and rolled it to 
look like $6,000. Macaluso stood in front 
of the bank for twenty minutes, but nobody 
came. Then the police suspected that their 
movement# had been discovered, and it was 
decided that Macaluso should give the money 
to Carlino. 

He was found in Macaluso’s office and 
Macaluso handed him over the roll of $360, 
stying: Here is the $6,000 that the Black- 
hand’ wants. Give it to them, and tell 
them they must now quit bothering me.“ 

„I will take it, but I cannot give you a re- 
ceipt for it,” Carlino is alleged to have re- 
pited. 

„Don't you want to count the money,” 
asked Macaluso, who was anxious for the 
detectives concealed in the next room to hear 
as much of the conversation as possible.

Carlino showed fight and at- 
tempted to draw a revolver, but was over- 
powered and rushed to the Harrison street 
station. Subsequently he was transferred 
to Central station, where Assistant Chief 
Schuettler will continue interviewing him 
until he either makes missions or clears 
himself from suspicion. 


Prisoner Is Mum. 

At present the police don’t know whether 
Carlino is the sole extortioner or the go be- 
tween.” They are inquiring among his 
friends to ascertain if any others were con- 
cerned in the plot. No information what- 
ever has been received from the prisoner. 

„ We don’t know whether Carlino was 
one of the conepiratore or whether he wes 
to this thing,“ said De- 
tective Bernacch! after the arrest. Here- 
tofore the man has borne a fairly good repu- 
tation and there is a chance that he got 
some mysterious warning to accept the 
money and turn it over to a third party.

No through routes are in 
operation in State street south of Randolph 
street now and the headway between cars is 
only 58 seconds in the rush hours. 


Foresee Rush on Three Tracks,

Im- 
Portations from Europe checked the ad- 
vaneing tendency for a time, but foreign sup- 
plies are about exhausted.

In Indianapolis, or Cleveland, or other 
cities where thé interurban lines are m- 
portant factors, the citizen in his daily 
walks is brought into close relationship 
with them. ‘They have special ( depots or 
starting points from which carg may be 
taken for many near-by places. Chicago 
has the trolley connection with other 
cities, but few people are conscious of the 
fact. If the “interurbans” ran into the 
center of the loop district the evidences 
of rapid development of the trolley busi- 
ness would surprise a good many. 

The experience in other cities indicates 
that conditions here will not be satisfac- 
tory until the traveler on the trolley line 
can be brought to the business center 
without change of er from any contrib- 
uting line. Chicago wants as many vis- 
itors from the surrounding region as it 
can get. At the same time it would be a 
valuable privilege for the companies if 
they were allowed to bring their cars to 
the center of things. They would have 
the benefit of many improvements, and, 
rightly, should be expected to pay hand- 
somely for the privilege. 

This interurban travel must be counted 
in as estimates are made for handling the 
future traffic in the downtown region. 
Millions of people are using the trolley 
lines between distant places now. The 
business is growing in volume year after 
year. Chicago is being approached on its 
three land sides. Five years hence, at 
most ten, this city is certain to feel the 
presence of the “interurban!” as so many 
American cities already have done.

THE INDETERMINATE SENTENCE. 

A ease was made out against the inde- 
terminate sentence law strong enough to 
induce the house committee on, the judi- 
ciary to report favorably a bill requiring 
the jury to fix the maximum sentence for 
a crime and depriving the state board of 
pardons of power to determine the length 
of a sentence. It was not so much 
against the theory of the law that a case 
was made out as against its administra- 
tion. There have been mistakes in ad- 
ministration. So have there been in the 
application of the parole system. If 
police officials had their way they would 
make a clean sweep of it. They believe 
in having criminals sent to penitentiaries 
or reformatories for long terms, to stay 
there until the terms shall have ended. 

Men who are watching the behavior of 
a prisoner month in and month out can 


tell better when the community will not 


be endangered by his being at large than 
judge and jury can when between them 
they find him guilty and sentence him. 
They écannot project themselves far 
enough into the future to know that a 
man should be kept in prison for ten 
years. They guess and their guesses 
often are bad ones. They are familiar 
with the crime a man has committed, but 
of the reformatory effect which one or 
two years’ imprisonment may have on 
him they can know nothing. Their idea 
is thdt each convict owes the state a cer- 
tain number of years of hard labor and 
should be made to pay the debt. The 
reformation of criminals is something out- 
side their mental vision. 

Most state’s attorneys and perhaps 
most judges are against the indeterminate 
sentence. They can see the mistakes 
made under it, but are blind to the mis- 
takes which were made before it was in-

WYDYR’sS new lord, fifth of his line, 
has had long to wait for the family 
honors and estates and for his seat in 
the house of lords. For, older than 
King Edward, he is nearly 70. But in 

spite of this he is justified in looking for- 
ward to the enjoyment of his newly de- 


quired property and dignities for at least a 


quarter of a century, as his race is long 
lived; indeed, his father, who has just 
passed away rather suddenly and unexpect- 
edly in enjoyment up to the last of ex- 
traordinary mental and physical vigor, was 
on the threshold of his 100th year. 

Those who saw the late Lord Gwydyr at- 
tending the debates in the house of lords 
within the last few months and who caught 
a glimpse of him driving to the meets of the 
hunt in the vicinity of Stoke park, his charm- 
ing place in Suffolk, near Ipswich, found it 
difficult to realize that the wonderful old 
gentleman was already five years of age at 
the time of the battle of Waterloo, and four 
when the British troops marched into Wash- 
ington; that he had attended as page the 
coronation of King George IV., and had wit- 
nessed the subsequent coronations of WiIll- 
lam IV., of Queen Victoria, and of King 
Edward, and that up to the time of his death 
he was able, thanks to a marvelous mem. 
ory, to discuss these coronations and other 
great pageants and historical scenes in 
which he had taken part either as an actor 
or as a spectator. 

The new Lord Gwydyr represents a junior 
branch ‘of the ancient house of Burrell, 
which has, like so many other old British 
families, as its chief a man of a rank lower 
in the social scale than some of its cadets. 
Thus the head of the house of Burrell is not 
Lord GQwydyr, but Sir Merrick Raymond 
Burrell, who, since the dissolution of his 
marriage with Wilhelmina, daughter of 
Walter Winans of Baltimore, has married 
a pretty Irish girl, Miss Coralie Porter of 
Belle Isle, County Fermanagh, descended 
from the famous Bishop Porter of Clogher.

Employers Grant Increase in 
Contract for Two Years. 


COMPROMISE ENDS STRIKE. 


Wholesale Grocers and Union Fail 
Again to Make Terms. 


One of the disturbing factors in the build- 
ing industry, the strike of journeymen steam- 
fitters, which began on 
amicably yesterday. Officials of the steam- 
fitters’ union signed a two years’ agreement 
at the rate of $5.20 a day from April 1 to 
July 1 and $5.50 a day from July 1 until the 
termination of the new contract. shi 

This gives the strikers an increase of 45 
cents a day during the first period of the 


| agreement and 75 cents in the gecond period. 


The strikers’ committee and a committee of 
the Master Steamfitters’ association met in 
the merning at the Briggs house. The jour- 
neymen demanded $5.60 a day. They re- 
duced this to $5.50. ‘ 

The employers followed with the proposition 
of $5.20 and $5.50, which was accepted by the 
union committee and ratified at a meeting 
of the strikers held late in the afternoon, 


Longer Contract Sought. 


There was a lengthy wrangie over the 
length of the contract, the employers de- 
manding one to run three years. A clause 
prohibiting sympathetic strikes during the 
life of the agreement was won by the em- 
ployers. 

The termination of this strike is believed 
to pave the way for an early settlement of 
the strike of steamfitters’ helpers, who are 
asking for a raise from $2.40 to $83 aday. An 
effort to adjust this difficulty will be made 
this afternoon. The journeymen will not 
return to work until the strike of the helpers 
has been settled, as little work could be car- 
ried on without the juniors. 

Piano movers employed by plano and music 
concerns went on strike during the day for 
an increase of $1 a week. One hundred and 
fifty men are involved. Their present scale 
is $18 a week. The drivers have the support 
of the teamsters’ joint council. Nong of the 
regular express moving teamsters are in- 
volved. |

There are those who disagree with the 
corporation counsel. They hold that the 
plenary power given the municipality for 
the suppression of nuisances enables it to 
employ the only effective remedy for the 
railway smoke nuisance. But it is only 
right that the mayor should be guided in 
this matter by his chief law adviser. 
Furthermore, if the council were to pass 
an electrification ordinance now the rail- 
road or railroads affected would raise the 
question of the authority of the city—a 
question which might not be settled until 
after much litigation. 

A short amendment to the cities and 
villages act authorizing cities to prescribe 
the motive power by which cars may be 
operated within the limits of. the munici- 
pality would simplify the situation. The 
power of the city would be put beyond 
question. Such an amendment has been 
drafted, and the legistature will be asked 
to adopt it. As the railroad smoke and 
cinder nuisance has no admirers in city 
or country the amendment cannot meet 
with other than a favorable reception. 

It bas been said that notice of the intro- 
duction of the amendment might be fol- 
lowed by the flight of railroad attorneys 
to Springfield to lobby against it. That 
is doubtful. In the first place railroad 
managers know that electrification in Chi- 
cago is inevitable: In the next place 
they know that the presence of men lobby- 
ing against a righteous regulative meas- 
ure would create ill will against the roads. 
That is something they are anxious to 
avoid. 

So there is no reason to doubt that 
Chicago soon will have its specific grant 
of power to compel electrification. In the 
meantime the IIlinois Central officials, if 
wise, will elaborate a plan and announce 
their readiness to begin carrying it out. 
When the city has a club it may not 
need to use it.

f CLEAN FOOD. 

An avalanche of bills descended upon 
the legislature last week. Some of them 
were “regulator” measures, but the in- 
terests which would be affected by them 
will not be disturbed. They will not go 
to the trouble of sending agents to Spring- 
field to see the authors. Regulator 
bills are not so productive of revenue as 
| they once were, The game has been 
played too often. Many of last week’s 
crop of bills are the embodiment of cranky 
ideas which will not appeal to the com- 
mon sense of the legislature. 

There was one measure in the big batch 
which deserves consideration. It aims at 
the proper lighting, plumbing, cleaning, 
and ventilation of rooms or buildings in 
which packing house and dairy products 
and confectionery are manufactured, and 
of restaurants, hotels, meat markets, and 
other places for the sale of food. There 
are other provisions for the protection of 
the publie health. 

The sanitary supervision of places 
where food is made or sold belongs pri- 
marily te” local authorities. Where the 
work is attended to properly by them 
there is no occasion for state legislation 
or supervision. It would be a waste of 
money and energy to have two agencies 
doing the same work in the same city, 
When a community is ignorant of its duty 
in this particular the state should instruct 
it. When it ie aware of its duty, but 
neglects it, the state should step in and 
} enforce needful regulations.

who was governor of the Bank of England. 
The ancestral home of Sir Merrick is Knepp 
castle, near Horsham, in Sussex, one of the 
great feudal fortresses built by the Brahosi 
family to defend the rapes of Sussex, and 
King John of evil memory often staid there, 
a number of official documents bearing his 
mark and seal being still preserved at the 
office of records and in the British museum, 
documents which are dated from Apud 
Cnapp.”’ A few years ago the castle was 
seriously damaged, and, indeed, partially de- 
stroyed, through fire, on which occasion Sir 
Merrick lost many of the art and historic 
treasures of his house, including a magnifi- 
cent collection of pictures, the features of 
which were eight fine Holbeins. 

Peter Burrell managed in 1779 to secure the 
hand of one of the greatest heiresses of the 
day~—namely: Lady Priscilla Bertie, eldest 
sister of the fourth duke of Ancaster, who 
was likewise Baron Willoughby d’Eresby 
and hereditary great chamberlain of Eng- 
land. When he died a few months later 
without issue his sister, Lady Priscilla Bur- 
rell, became a peeress in her own right as 
Baroness Willoughby d' Eresby, while the 
hereditary office of Jord great chamberlain 
was divided by a decision of the house of 
lords between herself and her sister Char- 
lotte, married to the marquis of Cholmon: 
deley. Sixteen years later Peter Burrell, 
thanks to his wife’s territorial possessions 
and the political influence pertaining there- 
to, was able to secure through Prime Min- 
ister Pitt a peerage of his own as Lord 
Gwydyr, Pitt taking the ground that every 
English gentleman possessed of landed es- 
tates yielding an income of over $100,000 a 
year was ipso facto entitled to a seat in 
the house of lords. 


> 


This first Lord Gwydyr was succeeded by 
his son as second Lord Gwydyr, who on the 
death of his mother inherited her peerage 
as twenty-first Lord Willoughby d' Eresby. 
He married Lady Clementina Drummond, 
heiress of the great Drummond estates of 
her father, the eleventh earl of Perth, and 
had by thie marriage a son, Alberic, who 
succeeded him as third Lord Gwydyr, who 
died childless, and a couple of daughters. 
On Alberic’s demise without issue the 
Gwydyr barony went to his second cousin, 
Peter Robert Burrell, grandson of the first 
Lord Gwydyr, and who has just died. But 
Alberic’s barony of Willoughby d’Eresby 
went to his elder sister, Clementina, who be- 
came thus Lady Willoughby d’Eresby in her 
own right, and married Sir Gilbert Heath- 
cote, afterwards created Lord Aveland. Her 
younger sister, Charlotte, became the wife 
of the second Lord Carrington, and both of 
them received a share in the hereditary 
right of their father and brother’s share in 
the office of lord great chamberlain. Lord 
Aveland’s son was advanced to the rank of 
earldom of Ancaster and is, through his 
mother, twenty-fourth baron of Willoughby 
d' Eresby, the latter title being borne as a 
matter of courtesy by his eldest son and 
heir, who has as wife a New York girl, Miss 
Eloise Breese of New York. 

Lord Ancaster shares also with the present 
Lord Carrington and Lord Cholmondeley 
the hereditary office of lord great chamber- 
lain. By virtue of an arrangement between 
them they hold office for lifetime and during 
a reign. Thus the present Lord Carrington 
officiated as lord great chamberlain during 
all the latter portion of the reign of Queen 
Victoria. On the accession of Edward VII.

Bricklayers have accepted a new agree- 
ment to go into effect May 1. It calls for an 
increase in wages from §5 to $5.20 a day from 
May 1 to July 1, and $5.40 a day from that 
date until the termination of the agreement, 
The raise will affect practically 4,500 men. 


HASKELL CONTINUES FIGHT 
TO THWART HIS PROSECUTION 


Testimony Intended to Uphold Charges 
of Improper Conduct Against Attor- 
ney Is Introduced in Land Case. 


Tulsa, Okla., April 6—In the trial of Gov. 
Charles N. Haskell for alleged land fraud 
testimony designed td uphold charges of im- 
proper conduct by Special Prosecutor Rush 
in securing the indictments was completed 
today. The defense immediately resumed 
argument on the motion to quash the indict- 
ments. 

If the court overrules the motion to quash 
attorneys for Haskell will file a demurrer. In 
fact, copies of the demurrer already have 
been submitted to attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion. Their demurrer will be argued imme- 
diately if the attorneys fail in their efforts 
to quash. If that fails the case will be as- 
signed for immediate trial by Judge Mar- 
shall It is expected the trial will consume at 
least thirty days. 

E. B. Linnin, special) officer of the interior 
department, was an important witness to- 
day. He testified that he was appointed Dec. 
9, 1908. to investigate the town lot fraud 
cases in Muskogee. He took statements, he 
said, in Michigan, Oklahoma, Louisiana, In- 
Hana, Mississippi, and Ohio forming the 
basis of the Haskell prosecution.

But if 
it were to ask the states now to return 
the guns deposited with them they would 
be able to do 80.

Because the revenues of the national gov- 
ernment ate less than its expenditures, 
and because the twenty-six states with 
which the money was deposited are in 
shape to repay it, Representative Mur- 
dock of Kansas has introduced a bill cail- 
ing on them to do 80. 

That $28,000,000 would come in pat 
now. It is quite likely that any new tat- 
iff would not provide enough revenue dur- 
ing the first year of its existence.

LORENTINE SCULPTORS OF 
66 THE RENAISSANCE” (K P. Dut- 
ton & Co.), by Wilhelm Bode, is an 
imposing volume, illustrated in a 
thoroughly satisfactory manner, 
a0 dealing in detail with the products of the 
ers of the quattro cento and subsequent 
ods. The author has yrought to his sub- 
ject t that generous outlook and vigorous ap- 
lation which are the distinguishing fea- 
_ ot a true student of the renaiseance, and 
his style is marked by an appropriate grace. 
To one who has waded hopefully through 
many a dull book upon the product of the 
glorious Florentines, this rich expression of 
thy is truly grateful. To quote no 
more than one paragraph, observe Mr. 
Bode 's comment upon Donatello: 

“Donatello himself grew up in the ways 
of the Trecento, yet by his peculiar honesty 
and freshness of vision he was able by de- 

s to throw off the conventions that tram- 
meled his art and to attain to a simpler and 
truer point of view. This free outlook, this 
thoroughness and love of truth, which does 
pot shrink even from the ugly, and scorns 
to pander to the taste for the merely pleas- 
ing make Donatello the greatest character 
artist of all time. To him, therefore, Floren- 
tine art owes her marked predilection for the 
individual, the characteristic, and her un- 
trammeled and many sided development of 
each talent, according to its peculiar bent. 
Yet this marked realism. so-conspicuous and 
to some periode and even individuals of our 
day so repellant as to preclude all enjoyment 
of his work, was but one aspect of Dona- 
tello's versatile genius. For with that realism 
were combined an abounding imagination and 
power of embodiment, a monumental dignity, 
a depth and nobility of emotion, and a pro- 
found respect and intelligence for the antique. 
All this went to make of Donatello's genius 
an inexhaustible source, a well spring of liv- 
ing art, enabling him to give of his best with 

a lavieh and unstinting hand, and in each new 
— to bring out some fresh evidence ot 
his unwearled study of nature.” 

In a manner equally liberal the work of 
all of the great original band of Florentines 
is approached. Their work is considered in 
detail; their lives éutlined, their patrons, 
models, and enterprises commented upon. 
The result is a volume of extraordinary 
atmosphere and of interest so genuine that, 
after a two hours’ absorbtion of its pages, 
one looks up with surprise to see the gray 
air ‘of Chicago instead of the pale gold haze 
that floats above the height of San Miniato 
and sleeps upon the indolent Arno. 
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Mr. Charles H. Caffin’s THE APPRE- 
CIATION OF THE DRAMA is an attempt 
to formulate the principles which have, in 
the course of time, come to be the standard 
for playwriting and acting, and, as the title 
indicates, for play appreciation.

“CORDS OF VANTTY,” by Mr. James 
Branch Cabell.- is nothing if not clever. I 
almost am tempted to say that it is too clever 
by half. It is the story of awoung man with 
the artistic temperament, who loves often 
and vividly, and whose affairs keep him 
dancing from Europe to America and back 
again, always with a more or less diverting 
pain at his heart. He plays with life, and 
rejoiceg in his irresponsibility, until, little 
by little, all his irresponsibitties undergo a 
transformation. They were beautiful butter- 
flies in the beginning, but they turn into 
horrid, ugly horned worms, which send out 
poison. It looks at the last as if a perfectly 
proper tragedy were going to swallow up 
Robert Titheridge Townsend, the trifſer, but 
his cowardice teaches him an ingenious es- 
cape from the vengeance which overtakes 
him, and he settles down into a model hus- 
band—who has neglected to tell his wife the 
things that might make her uncomfortable, 

“Never in my life,” observes the hero,

Mr. Cabell has really written an adroit 
satire upon the male flirt—the man who 
trifles not only with women, but witb his own 
intellect and opportunitigs. He is of the ilk 

f ** Sentimental Tommy,” but he lacks the 
sincerity of purpose and the unsophistication 
of Tommy. Even he might be called the sec- 
ond cousin of Tito Melema, but he at no time 
displays the picturesqueness of the Floren- 
tine. Mr. Cabell has made his doubtful hero 
a touch ridiculous, and has added to the 
vitality of his character sketch by so doing.
